TWO children aged three were among four 
people hurt in a hit-and-run outside a pri¬ 
mary school in Stourbridge.

Ford Focus C-Max on Monday morning. 

All four were taken to hospital but were 
not seriously hurt in the incident, which 
happened just before 9am.

PLANS for a new leisure cen¬ 
tre as part of a major overhaul 
of Merry Hill shopping centre 
have been revealed. 

Work to improve pedestrian and 
bus routes around the station at Mer¬ 
ry Hill will also start in the new year. 

The shopping centre itself will undergo im¬ 
provement works as owners Intu looks to mod¬ 
ernise the centre. 

Development boss Brad Critcher said the 
company was looking to create an extension to 
the centre for leisure purposes, with a bowling 
alley being one of the options explored. 

The work is intended to help the complex in 
Dudley compete with Birmingham city centre 
and to attract shoppers from across the wider 
Midlands 

Merry Hill development director Mr Critcher 
said: “November and December is when the 
centre is at its busiest, so the work will begin 
after Christmas. 

“We want to encourage people to come to the 
centre for a bit longer, given the competitive 
pressures all centres are under. 

“We will be refreshing the malls and the en¬ 
trances to bring the centre into 2017.” 

Intu has had major plans for Merry Hill 
shopping centre since taking over the centre 
three years ago, with improving the bus station 
among its top priorities. 

Previous proposals for a £3 million bus 
station were shelved in 2013 after they were 
deemed too expensive. 

Metro 

The Midland Metro line is eventually due to 
reach the shopping centre in Brierley Hill as 
part of a major expansion of the network, which 
has already been extended into Birmingham 
city centre. 

The Metro expansion would also low people 
travelling by train from Shropshire and further 
afield to reach Merry Hill by changing at Wol¬ 
verhampton or Birmingham. 

Business bosses have welcomed the planned 
revamp of the Merry Hill shopping centre, 
which will include changes to the bus station 
and a new leisure complex. 

Ninder Johal, who is a board member at the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership, 
said the plans would be a boost for the region. 

He said: “Intu is a large property with opera¬ 
tions all around the country, therefore it is very 
pleasing they have decided to invest in their fa¬ 
cilities in the Black Country. 

“Clearly, they must have had other opportu¬ 
nities, so it is fantastic to see. 

“With the investment which is coming into 
other parts of the Black Country, this is only 
going to help bring in more and more visitors.” 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss Khurs- 
hid Ahmed said: “It is positive, especially the 
leisure site. With all the problems with obesity 
and the rest of it, this will give people some¬ 
thing to do.”

The event along the Dudley Number Two 
canal line, in Netherton, saw more than 80 
boats take part. 

Charities and traders held stalls at the 
event where real ales, ciders and live music 
were on offer. 

Festival director Paddy Grice said: “It was 
an excellent weekend. Around 3,000 to 4,000 


came on Saturday, which saw some rain, and 
then 5,000 to 7,000 people on the Sunday. 

“We had over 80 narrow boats there, lei¬ 
sure and working. 

“We were joined by four boaters who have 
attended the festival since it first started 31 
years ago. 

Volunteers 

“We also had 100 charity, community and 
trade stalls take part. The event was totally 
run by volunteers. 

“As the festival crossed both the Dudley 


and Sandwell borders, we had both the may¬ 
ors of Dudley and Sandwell attend.” 

The boaters, who have attended every 
event, are Jon and Maggie Jones, Ivor and 
Marion Chambers, Alan Moore and David and 
Gill Wheeler. 

A classic car show, was also held on the Sat¬ 
urday and a fun dog show and fun fair also 
took place. Narrow boats were not the only 
craft represented as canoes and kayaks were 
on show too. 

Organiser confirmed that the festival will 
return next September. 


INDUSTRY 

Tata Steel group 
in further slump 

TATA Steel, which has sites across the 
Black Country, slumped to a net loss of 
£358m for the quarter to June as uncer¬ 
tainty continues for its UK operations. 

The Indian steel giant was hit by 
£438m losses. 

The company is understood to be in 
talks with German steel giant Thyssen- 
Krupp over a possible merger with its 
European operation, which includes 
the Port Talbot plant as well as Black 
Country operations in Brierley Hill, 
Wednesbury, Walsall and Wednesfield. 


LANDMARK 

Eyesore plants taken 
from sides of Cone 

WORK has started to remove plants grow¬ 
ing from the sides of the Red House Glass 
Cone in Wordsley. 

A number of buddleia plants have taken 
root in the mortar of the 17th Century build¬ 
ing. Dudley Council experts say they need 
to be removed to ensure the long-term 
preservation of the important landmark. 

A cherry-picker is being used to remove 
the plants, and mortar which is made to 
the original 1780s formula, will be used to 
repair any damage. 

The work is expected to take around a 
week to complete after starting on Mon¬ 
day. 
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Crash motorist 'drove like a maniac' 


A DISQUALIFIED driver who sped away from 
police like a ‘maniac’ only stopped after smashing 
into an oncoming car, which was carrying a child. 

Craig Docker, aged 35, had only bought the Ford 
Focus hours before leading police on a chase. 

The two-year-old was uninjured in the smash 
but the driver suffered whiplash and his Ford Fi¬ 
esta was written off. 

Docker, of Roseville Court, Coseley, was sen¬ 
tenced to eight months in prison, suspended for 
two years, having previously admitted dangerous 
driving, driving while disqualified and driving 
without insurance. 

The Ford Focus had been reported to police as 


‘taken’ on April 2 and, when spotted by a police 
around noon, officers activated their car’s blue 
lights. 

A pursuit ensued in which the Ford Focus was 
seen driving on the wrong side of the road and 
along residential streets at 50mph. 

Lanes 

Kevin Jones, prosecuting, at Wolverhampton 
Magistrates Court - which was sitting as crown 
court - said at one stage the vehicle crossed all four 
lanes of the Birmingham New Road forcing other 
drivers to stop. 

The police pursuit eventually came to a dra¬ 


matic end when the Ford Focus smashed into a 
Ford Fiesta in Springfield Lane, Rowley Regis, at 
a humpbacked bridge. The Fiesta was written-off 
in the crash and up to £1,700 worth of damage was 
caused to the Ford Focus. Docker told police he had 
bought the car in Coseley, earlier the same day. 

Miss Blondelle Thompson, defending, said her 
client had been on medication having suffered with 
anxiety, depression and paranoia. 

Recorder Christopher Goodchild said: “The blue 
lights flashed and you went off. You drove like a 
maniac.” 

Docker was also made subject to a rehabilitation 
order and disqualified from driving for three years. 


Elderly facing extra 
fees as funds are cut 

ELDERLY residents in some pri¬ 
vate retirement homes may have 
to fork out hundreds of pounds a 
year extra as a result of cost-cut¬ 
ting plans by Dudley Council. 

The cash-strapped authority has pulled 
funding from the Supported People living 
scheme - leaving residents to make up the 
difference themselves. The scheme helps 
vulnerable people to live at home inde¬ 
pendently and funds help with daily chores. 

Among the homes affected is Herald 
Court, in Priory Street, Dudley, where 
residents would now have to pay operator, 

Stonewater, £9.38 a week for the service. 

Cabinet member for adult social care 
Councillor Qadar Zada said: “We are facing 
unprecedented challenges to the way we 
deliver services in the light of significant 
cuts in central government funding. As a 
result we are having to review our invest¬ 
ment in preventative services to focus more 
on helping people live more independently. 

“We have had to withdraw support to 
supported living schemes. This has previ¬ 
ously provided funding at Herald Court 
towards the cost of a warden. Whilst this 
support may be valued by residents, we had 
to take the difficult decision to remove this 
funding in order to ensure that the council 
is able to support people who have a statu¬ 
tory entitlement to care services. 

Worried 

“The supported living provider will con¬ 
tinue to offer a service but will charge those 
residents who wish to use it.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said he was 
worried to hear about the extra costs for 
residents. “I’m calling on the Government 
to ensure residents at Herald Court do not 
lose out,” said the Labour MP. “I want to 
ask the council and the housing association 
what they can do to ensure my constitu¬ 
ents’ homes are safe.” 

Sharron Gough, for Stonewater, said: 

“Stonewater was advised in March that 
Dudley borough council were reviewing all 
‘supporting people’ contracts and funding 
that we received for the scheme manager 
services we provide at our retirement living 
scheme Herald Court could be impacted. 

“We are disappointed this service could 
no longer be provided as Stonewater has 
been working hard with the council to se¬ 
cure partial funding for this service.”

Knife crime 
rises by a 
third over 
three years 

KNIFE crime in the Black Country has 
risen by a third over the last three years, 
according to new figures. 

Since 2013 West Midlands Police has 
investigated 2,026 crimes involving 
knives in Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton, with the number of in¬ 
cidents rising by 33 per cent since 2013 
-just three years. 

The figures have prompted WMP to 
issue a plea for communities to ‘come 
together’ in a bid to stop people from 
carrying knives. 

In Sandwell there have been more 
than 700 alleged crimes where a knife 
was involved over the last three years, 
while the figure was 546 in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, 407 in Walsall and 351 in Dudley. 

The incidents include the fatal stab¬ 
bing of Mircea Gheorghe Cozmiuc, aged 
23, who last week was found with stab 
wounds in Carter Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. He later died of his injuries. 

The figures, which come via a Free¬ 
dom of Information request, show the 
worrying extent of reported crimes in¬ 
volving knives that are taking place in 
the Black Country. 

Soho and Victoria in Sandwell has 
consistently seen the highest number of 
incidents where knife use has been al¬ 
leged, with 18 recorded so far this year 
and a total of 81 in the last three years. 

In Dudley, Brierley Hill and the St 
James’ wards have both seen 36 inci¬ 
dents involving knives over three years. 

This comes despite knife bin cam¬ 
paigns across the region.

Yob who threw first punch awaits sentence

TWO juveniles aged 13 and 15 were 
among yobs who attacked football fan Nic 
Cruwys leaving him fighting for his life. 

Now Joseph Lister, aged 19, from 
Wednesfield, and Connor Pearson, 16, and 
Joe Wood, 15, both from Wolverhampton 
are behind bars. Ryan Meer, 19, from Gai- 
ley, and Robert Beech, 19, Wednesfield, 
were given suspended sentences. Daniel 
Lloyd, 19, from Sedgley, will be sentenced 
within the next 28 days. 

The court heard about their part in 
the sickening and barbaric assault that 
left Mr Cruwys with permanent injuries. 
It was revealed that Lloyd delivered the 
punch which knocked the Watford fan to 


the ground, then Lister and Pearson at¬ 
tacked Mr Cruwys and Wood stamped on 
his head. Beech showed threatening be¬ 
haviour during the attack in Littles Lane 
in Wolverhampton in March last year 
after a game between Wolverhampton 
and Watford. 

CCTV taken from Carvers showed Mr 
Cruwys suffering repeated brutal punches 
and kicks. The horrific attack left him in a 
coma for weeks. His wife Jodie was told at 
one stage he may not survive. 

Wood, of Woodstock Road, was sen¬ 
tenced to four years and eight months in a 
Young Offenders Institution after plead¬ 
ing guilty to grievous bodily harm with 


intent. Lister, of Palmer Close, was given 
30 months in a Young Offenders Institu¬ 
tion and Pearson, of Ettingshall Road, 12 
months in a Young Offenders Institution 
after pleading guilty to causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

Meer, of Watling Street was given an 
eight-month prison sentence, suspended 
for two years, 200 hours’ unpaid work 
after pleading guilty to threatening be¬ 
haviour. 

Beech, of Springhill Road, was given 
a two-year sentence in a Young Offend¬ 
ers Institution, suspended for 12 months 
after pleading guilty to threatening be¬ 
haviour. 


Murder probe as attack 
victim dies in hospital 


A MURDER investigation has begun 
after a man found with head injuries in 
a Halesowen road died in hospital. 

Karl Swift, aged 33, died in hospital on Sat¬ 
urday having been found on New Road with 
serious injuries at around 12.30am on Friday. 

Detectives are now treating the death of Mr 
Swift, from South Yorkshire, as murder. 

Two men from the South Yorkshire region, aged 
23 and 58, were arrested on suspicion of grievous 
bodily harm. The pair have since been bailed pend¬ 
ing further investigation by police. 

Police believe that an incident may have taken 
place at the nearby William Shenstone Wether- 
spoon’s pub, in Queensway, shortly before the at¬ 
tack. 

Detectives have urged anyone with information 
about the incident to come forward and are particu¬ 
larly keen to hear from anyone who was in the pub 
on Thursday evening. 

An area of New Road was cordoned off whilst fo¬ 
rensic experts examined the scene at the weekend. 

Detective Inspector Warren Hines, from West 
Midlands Police CID, said: “Our investigation is 
progressing and while we have now made two ar¬ 
rests we still need to speak to any witnesses who 
were in the area late on Thursday night into Friday 
morning. We still believe there may have been an 
incident at the William Shenstone Wetherspoon’s 
pub in Halesowen prior to the victim leaving and 
we would ask anyone with information to call 101 
as soon as possible. 

Crimestoppers 

“Alternatively information can be passed to 
Crimestoppers, anonymously, on 0800 555 111.” 

Eddie Gershon, spokesperson for JD Wether- 
spoon, said: “This is very sad news that a gentle¬ 
man has lost his life and we extend our condolences 
to his family and friends. We will now be working 
closely with the police to help assist them in any 
way we can and provide CCTV footage if need be.” 

Councillor Alan Taylor, who represents the 
Halesowen South ward, spoke of his shock at the 
tragedy. 

He said: “This is absolutely tragic and I feel for 
the family and friends who are now left facing this. 

“Halesowen is usually a safe and quiet town and 
something like this hasn’t happened in a long time. 
“We can only hope that the police investigation 
gets those responsible.” 

A local businessman, who did wish to be named, 
said: “From my experience of working here and 
near to Wetherspoon’s, it is always a nice pub 
where you go and have a quiet drink.”

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No risk to health 
say water bosses 

RESIDENTS have reported dis¬ 
coloured water coming from taps 
around Stourbridge, Hagley and 
Halesowen, prompting an investiga¬ 
tion by Severn Trent Water. 

Samples were being taken but there 
is not believed to be any risk to health. 

A spokesman said: “Discolouration 
is usually caused by the disturbance of 
mains sediments. Although unappeal¬ 
ing, we have no reason to believe there 
is any risk to your health.” 

They advise running the cold water 
tap at a gentle rate for up to 20 min¬ 
utes before use. 

NIP backing bid to 
combat pay cuts 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has 
backed a campaign to support staff 
at Marks & Spencer and other com¬ 
panies who are facing pay cuts, which 
the MP says is being done to fund the 
national living wage. 

Staff at M&S could lose up to £6,000 
in Sunday pay, holiday pay and pen¬ 
sion cuts, as the firm meets the Gov¬ 
ernment’s new living wage of £8.50 
per hour. Labour MP Mr Austin said: 
“M&S is cutting pay to offset the cost 
of the national living wage, and the 
Government has done nothing to help 
protect staff.”

As the 
chimney was demolished and collapsed 
into itself, the chimney lining of ash and 
soot stayed where it was, a column of dust 
marking where the chimney had been. It 
was like a ghost-chimney, slowly fading. If 
anybody can explain the physics behind it, 
I’d love to hear. 

I ASKED why some cyclists insist on us¬ 
ing the roads when cycle tracks are pro¬ 
vided. A pedaller emails starchily: “If I de¬ 
cide to cycle on the road then that is what 
I will continue to do, no matter how many 
cycle paths our government decides to 
waste money on.” He tells me his cycling 
wife has a helmet camera to record “the 
inane things people in vehicles do.” Why 
does this not surprise me? 

A READER reports buying a box of two 
chocolate eclairs. A fervent recycler, she 
consulted the instructions on the pack and 
discovered: “Carton - card, widely recy¬ 
cled. Tray - plastic, check local recycling. 
Window - plastic, not currently recycled.” 
So in order to do her civic duty she must 
cut out the window, check with her local 
council about the tray and put the box 
in the recycle bin. And you begin to un¬ 
derstand why 
hundreds of 
thousands of 
tons of rubbish 
go in the wrong 
bins. Do we re¬ 
ally need a little 
plastic window 
to see what 
eclairs look 
like? 

“ECLAIR,” incidentally, is the only word 
in Chambers English Dictionary defined by 
a joke: “A cake, long in shape but short in 
duration.” 

UNLESS you have a heart of pure tung¬ 
sten, you will cheer the competitors in 
the Paralympics to the rafters. It is hard 
enough to hone a perfect body to perfec¬ 
tion. To force your imperfect or amputated 
body to win gold requires dedication be¬ 
yond belief. And yet the central question 
which has always dogged these events will 
not go away. Some athletes and coaches 
complain that competitors can manipu¬ 
late the classification procedures to get 
an unfair advantage. A full investigation 
is promised after the Rio games. Maybe it 
will result not merely in a new form of grad¬ 
ing but a whole new ethos. At present the 
Paralympics mimics the Olympics in the 
pursuit of medals at all costs. Perhaps it’s 
time to create a distinctly different ethos in 
which what matters is not the winning but 
the taking part.

Homes lined up for 
shoppers' car park

THE owners of Brierley 
Hill’s Moor Centre shop¬ 
ping precinct want to build 
39 homes on part of its car 
park. 

Under new plans, Evolve Es¬ 
tates is looking for planning 
permission for 39 apartments 
and maisonettes, saying the car 
park is ‘under-used’. 

The company says its plan will 
help “kickstart much-needed fur¬ 
ther regeneration in the town”. 

Matthew Pegg, asset manager at 
London & Cambridge Properties 
(LCP), which manages the centre, 
said the planned scheme would in¬ 
vigorate an area that has struggled 
to attract new retailers. 

He said it would act as a catalyst 
for further investment and would 
also provide jobs within the con¬ 
struction sector and supply chain. 

Affordable 

“Dudley needs affordable housing 
in particular and we are confident 
that this sustainable town centre 
development will provide not only a 
social need but also create benefits 
for local residents, businesses and 
shops, whilst utilising a brownfield 
site” said Mr Pegg. 

“We believe it will act as a catalyst 
for further redevelopment within 
the town centre, which has long 
been regarded as being in need of 
investment. We believe that it will 
be an active street screen, creating 
a safe and attractive environment 
in an area that can suffer from an¬ 
ti-social behaviour during non-oper- 
ational hours.” 

A planning application has been 
submitted to Dudley Council for the 
one, two and three-bedroom homes 
with dedicated car parking spaces at 
the front of the development. 

The scheme will cut the number 
of car parking spaces at the shop¬ 
ping centre from 169 to 60, but LCP 
and Evolve says independent analy¬ 
sis has found that would be enough 
for the numbers using the car park. 
They say that, even after the intro¬ 
duction of free parking in December, 
the car park has spare capacity.

Mr Tolkien, who is the great-nephew of The Lord of 
the Rings author JRR. Tolkien, says he is excited by the 
potential of the ‘Oss Box. “It’s only going to improve. 
We’ll put a sound system in their next and really will 
turn into a portable arts venue,” he added. 


Paramedic 
struck off 
for failings 
over ill girl 

A WEST Midlands paramedic who ex¬ 
posed a teenager to an ‘unwarranted 
risk of harm’ by failing to carry ap¬ 
propriate equipment has been struck 
off the register of health profession¬ 
als. 

Marcus Galligan, employed by West 
Midlands Ambulance Service as an 
Emergency Care Practitioner (ECP), 
was called out to a YMCA to treat the 
17-year-old girl who was complaining 
of breathing difficulties. 

But he failed to take oxygen, any 
means of delivering oxygen or any 
respirator drugs. 

Mr Galligan took only a defibrilla¬ 
tor and a thermometer into the prem¬ 
ises of the YMCA to treat the patient. 

A Health and Care Professions 
Council (HCPC) Conduct and Com¬ 
petence Committee also found he did 
not adequately assess the patient, de¬ 
spite recording that he had done so. 

Mr Galligan, who attended the 
hearing and was represented, also as¬ 
sumed the girl was drunk based on an 
inadequate assessment. 

The panel concluded his actions 
amounted to misconduct and he was 
struck off the HCPC register. 

Panel chair Sarah Baalham said: 
“The panel concluded that Mr Gilli- 
gan’s acts and omissions were unpro¬ 
fessional and by failing to follow the 
proper procedures, based on Service 
User A’s presentation, he exposed her 
to an unwarranted risk of harm. En¬ 
suring the availability of appropriate 
equipment and conducting primary 
and secondary surveys are fundamen¬ 
tal to the role of a paramedic.” 

Woman cut free 
from car wreck 

A WOMAN had to be cut free from a 
car after a two-vehicle smash in Dud¬ 
ley last week. 

She was taken to hospital with a 
suspected shoulder injury after being 
cut free from a Mazda MX5 following 
the crash with a Vauxhall Astra in 
Wolverhampton Street on Monday, 
May 5, just after 7.30pm. 

Crews from Dudley Fire Station 
used cutting equipment to rescue her 
from the vehicle. 

A West Midlands Fire Service 
spokesman, said: “Two crews from 
Dudley attended the scene and as¬ 
sisted the woman from the vehicle. 
She was taken to Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital to be checked over. “Everyone in 
the second vehicle had got out before 
crews arrived and didn’t have any in¬ 
juries.”

Petition to bring back crossing warden 


A PETITION has been launched by parents call¬ 
ing for a lollipop lady or man to be brought back to 
help children cross a busy road - after the measure 
was axed as part of £115,000 cost-cutting plans. 

Withymoor Primary School, in Brierley Hill, no 
longer has a lollipop warden after the role was re¬ 
moved by cash-strapped Dudley Council at the end 
of last term. 

Now 240 people have signed the petition calling 
for the service to be reinstated. 

Amblecote councillor Paul Bradley, who serves on 
the council’s children’s services scrutiny committee, 
was due discuss the petition at a local community 
forum this week. 

He said: “I know the service to cross children 


safely along roads is not a legal one but the council 
has been doing it for the last 60 years. 

“I have got a lot of sympathy for Dudley Council 
with the savings they have to make and I am not 
pointing fingers. But this is about children’s safety. 
Making cuts to children’s services is a step too far. 
With all the austerity that is going on, it is unprec¬ 
edented. They have made the cuts to children’s ser¬ 
vices to save £115,000.” 

Other schools across the Dudley borough have 
also had crossing patrols axed, he added. 

Councillor Bradley said if wardens were not 
brought back to Withymoor Primary School, in 
Gayfield Avenue, some other form of regulation that 
would help children cross safely was necessary. 


Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronmental services, said: “The school crossing pa¬ 
trol service is not a statutory requirement. 

“The council has previously been in a position to 
fund this service. Whilst we recognise its importance 
for parents and local children across the borough, 
we are having to look at alternative options for the 
service due to the unprecedented funding cuts. 

“In the case of Withymoor Primary, we carried 
out a traffic survey and found the school crossing 
no longer met the nationally set criteria based on a 
number of factors, including footfall, traffic volume, 
accident history and the existing traffic calming 
measures.” 


Pokemon Go players 
are warned of assaults 


POLICE have warned people play¬ 
ing Pokemon Go to take care after 
several players have become vic¬ 
tims of attacks by people thinking 
they were being filmed or photo¬ 
graphed. 

West Midlands Police Crime Prevention Ser¬ 
geant, Andy Gregory, said: “Most Pokemon Go 
related calls we receive are over large groups 
of people gathering at Poke Stops or other 
popular game locations and complaints of cars 
blocking roads, parking on footpaths, or people 
generally acting anti-socially.” 

A road near Priory Park in Dudley had to 
be blocked off after residents complained about 
hordes of Pokemon followers hunting for the 
virtual reality creatures in the historic ruins. 

Sgt Gregory continued: “We have had a 
few incidents of people mistakenly believing 
Pokemon Go players are filming them or tak¬ 
ing photographs - one led to an assault and an¬ 
other to a car being damaged. 

“It is important players are courteous to 
other members of the public, stay within the 
law, don’t trespass, and do not cause traffic dis¬ 
ruption. If offences are committed then people 
could end up being prosecuted. 

Snatched 

They could also end up being victims. Sgt 
Gregory added: “On one occasion a 17-year- 
old hunting Pokemon in a Stourbridge park at 
10pm had his phone snatched, while a 14-year- 
old in Small Heath had his brand new iPhone 6 
snatched while playing Pokemon Go. 

“The normal personal safety advice applies - 
be aware of your surroundings. We would not 
advise walking through parks or other remote 
locations late at night clearly displaying valua¬ 
ble mobile phones. Stay in well-lit places and if 
you are going out Pokemon hunting, especially 
children, it’s advisable and more fun to go out 
with friends and not alone.” 

A Freedom of Information request revealed 
police attended a Pokemon Go related incident 
every day over a two-week period in July. These 
included seven traffic issues, two incidents of 
damage to property and a robbery. No arrests 
have yet been made as a result. 

The mobile phone-based game involves play¬ 
ers ‘catching’ the creatures using maps of real 
locations, with landmarks being particular hot¬ 
spots. Some 290 criminal incidents linked to 
users of the app were recorded across England 
and Wales in July.

Metro Mayor 'will wield 
real power' says minister 


COMMUNITIES secretary 
Sajid Javid has vowed that 
the new West Midlands ‘Met¬ 
ro Mayor’ will have the power 
to enact real change. 

Criticism has been levelled at the 
post, with West Midlands’ Police and 
Crime Commissioner David Jamieson 
labelling it a ‘toothless tiger’ and La¬ 
bour’s candidate for the role, former 
MP Sion Simon, saying the position 
needs beefing up. 

However, Mr Javid, MP for 
Bromsgrove, aid that the metro mayor 
will wield ‘real power’ and would ‘de¬ 
cide what is best for the region’. 


Mr Javid highlighted the bid for a 
new Enterprise Zone in Brierley Hill 
- which could create 6,000 jobs - as an 
example of regional cooperation. 

He said: “I think these devolution 
deals are hugely important for local 
growth. For example Dudley’s bid for 
an Enterprise Zone requires joined-up 
thinking - particularly around trans¬ 
port in and out of Birmingham. 

“That joined-up thinking only 
comes when you work together.” 

Mr Javid added: “When there is a 
mayor in places that will mean more 
leadership across the region. All the 
mayors, including in the West Mid¬ 
lands, will have power under the new 


devolved powers. They can look at 
issues like infrastructure, like trans¬ 
port, and like adult skills. The mayor 
will be able to look at that across the 
region and decide what is best for the 
region and how it best fits. 

“The West Midlands will get an 
additional £36 million a year over 30 
years and use that money as the Com¬ 
bined Authority decides. That’s real 
power and only happening because 
you have got a mayor.” 

Mr Javid refuted suggestions the 
West Midlands had been over-shad¬ 
owed by Manchester and the ‘North¬ 
ern Powerhouse’ - saying all regions 
will benefit from the deal.

He has joined 54 of his Labour col¬ 
leagues in writing to the Skills Minister 
Robert Halfon urging him to rethink the 
cuts and support young people looking 
to start work. Mr Austin added: “Every¬ 
one knows savings have to be made but 
slashing funding for apprenticeships hits 
young people that want to work hard and 
get on.

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Awards for officers who 
rescued man on ledge

FOUR officers who helped 
calm a distressed man who 
threatened to jump from a 
bridge over a busy road in 
the Black Country have been 
honoured. 

The officers worked for more 
than an hour to bring the man 
down from the Hall Street bridge 
above Duncan Edwards Way in 
Dudley during the tense incident 
last July. 

Now they have been recognised by 
West Midlands Police’s Chief Consta¬ 
ble for their quick-thinking actions. 


Police Community Support Officer 
John Link was the first to arrive at the 
scene of the incident. 

He found the man, who had one arm 
in a sling, sitting on the wrong side of 
the ledge in the heavy rain. 

PCSO Link immediately tried to 
build up a rapport to defuse the situa¬ 
tion and bring him down safely. 

He was joined shortly afterwards by 
Inspector Steve Gordon and the pair 
spent over an hour trying to talk the 
man down. 

As fears grew of the man’s precar¬ 
ious position, PCSO Link held onto 
him and was joined by Inspector Jamie 
Hobday as they feared that the man 


would fall. Sgt Rob Simpson then de¬ 
cided to use a belt to tie around the 
man’s chest in a bid to hold him safely 
until help arrived. 

The officers, who are all based in 
Dudley, held on for several minutes 
until they were joined by specialist 
firefighters and paramedics. As a team 
they were then able to lift the man, 
who was now unconscious, over the 
bridge and to safety. 

Last week the officers attended a 
ceremony at West Midlands Police 
Tally Ho centre, in Edgbaston, where 
they were presented with Chief Con¬ 
stable’s Awards by Chief Constable 
Dave Thompson.

Radio station hit 
by raid on studio 

A COMMUNITY radio station in Dudley 
was broken into with thieves making off 
with £10,000 worth of broadcasting equip¬ 
ment. 

The raid took place at Black Country 
Radio, in Saltwells Road, overnight on 
Thursday while a pre-recorded programme 
was being aired. Mixing desks and ampli¬ 
fiers were amongst the items taken. The 
damage was discovered by Black Country 
comedy group The Fizzogs, who had turned 
up to present their Breakfast Show. 

It came less than a week before the sta¬ 
tion’s first birthday, after Black Country 
Radio launched last September. The station 
is a merger of 102.5 The Bridge and online 
station Black Country Community Radio. 

The station’s Alex Totney, said: “It’s just 
incredibly sad to think that somebody would 
try and ruin what we feel has become a val¬ 
uable community resource.” 


Banned driver jailed after 
reaching 70mph on 'test drive' 


A BANNED drunk-driver, who led 
police on a high-speed chase 
and reached 70mph on residen¬ 
tial streets, has been jailed for 16 
months. 

Trevor Mills was spotted driving too fast 
in Cinder Bank, Dudley, by a police patrol 
at around 10.30pm on August 10. He then 
ignored the attempts of the officers to get 
him to stop. 

The 27-year-old reached over 70mph in a 
30mph zone as he raced through residential 
streets where cars were parked on both sides of 
the road, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 


He failed to stop at a red light on a blind junc¬ 
tion before almost crashing into a lorry, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. Mr Searle said: “It 
was grossly excessive speed.” 

Mills was pursued by two police cars for more 
than four miles before finally giving up his bid 
to escape. 

The unemployed father-of-three from West- 
field Road, Netherton, who had downed five 
cans of lager, was nearing the end of a four-year 
driving ban. 

Panicked 

The court heart that he gave a breath test 
reading of 75 microgrammes of alcohol per 100 


millilitres of breath, more than double the legal 
limit of 35. 

Mr Stephen Bailey, defending, said: “He pan¬ 
icked when he saw the police car and did not 
come to his senses for over four miles. 

“He had bought the car as the end of the dis¬ 
qualification neared and hoped to do it up. 

“Stupidly, he was on a test drive when this 
happened.” 

Mills pleaded guilty to driving dangerously 
while disqualified and over the drink-drive limit 
without insurance. 

He was sent to prison by Judge Amjad Nawaz, 
who said: “This was a persistent piece of bad 
driving and the only reason nobody was injured 
was the lateness of the hour.”

Guide says wildlife 
havens are in need 
of more protection 

WILDLIFE havens across the West Midlands must be 
protected to prevent them being degraded or lost alto¬ 
gether, according to a national environmental charity. 

A guide produced by The Wildlife Trusts states there 
are 644 ‘Local Wildlife Sites’ covering 4,599 hectares in 
Birmingham and the Black Country - more than seven 
per cent of the land in the region. 

Local Wildlife Sites are Government-recognised areas 
which have been identified as very important for plants 
and animals. But the charity argues these places do not 
always benefit from the recognition needed to ensure 
protection and the right kind of care. It adds that they 
are poorly understood and under-valued despite being 
havens for the rarest habitats and species. The charity 
claims hundreds are lost or becoming degraded. 

Designated sites in the Black Country include Stour 
Valley and The Leasowes in Dudley; Rowley Hills and 
Warley Woods in Sandwell; Smestow Valley and Peas- 
croft Wood in Wolverhampton; and Brownhills Common 
and Barr Beacon in Walsall. 

Rachel Hackett, Living Landscapes Development 
Manager, said: “The Wildlife Trusts hope to inspire land- 
owners, planners, local authorities, statutory agencies, 
developers, managers and volunteers to recognise, cher¬ 
ish and protect these wild havens. Local Wildlife Sites 
form a vital network of wild habitats which, together, 
make up the very core of our natural heritage. We’re 
calling on everyone involved with these special places to 
protect them and seek expert advice on the best way of 
caring for each place’s unique character.” 


Shoplifter 

with 137 

convictions 
is banned 

A PROLIFIC shoplifter with 137 convictions 
will be banned from 10 shopping areas in the 
Black Country and Birmingham when he is 
freed from prison. 

Raphael Scarlett has 85 convictions for theft and 
dishonesty. He has now been slapped with a crimi¬ 
nal behaviour order which bars him from shops in 
Dudley, Wolverhampton, Walsall, Sandwell and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Scarlett’s latest convic¬ 
tion came at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on June 
17. He was spotted steal¬ 
ing £69 worth of coffee and 
chocolate at B&M in Axel- 
tree Way, Wednesbury, on 
April 20. 

The court heard how 
Scarlett grabbed a pair of 
scissors when he saw them 
on a desk after being taken 
to the security office of the 
store. He then pressed the 
scissors against the guard’s 
throat before fleeing on a 
bike, but was stopped again 
by the guard and detained. 

He was banned from West 
Bromwich town centre, Old¬ 
bury town centre, Axeltree 
Way, Wednesbury, Windmill 
Lane Retail Park, Smeth¬ 
wick, One Stop Shop in 
Horseley Road, Tipton, Mor¬ 
risons on the Black Country 
Route, Bilston, Great Bridge 
shopping area and Co-oper¬ 
ative Food in High Holborn 
Road, Sedgley, Tesco Ex¬ 
press in Kent Street, Dud¬ 
ley, and TK Maxx at the 
Bullring in Birmingham. 

Zones 

He was ordered not to 
harass, alarm or cause dis¬ 
tress to anyone and not to 
enter the zones specified. 

But exclusion zone con¬ 
ditions were relaxed so 
that Scarlett can go to his 
probation office, the police 
station, doctor’s surgeries 
or hospitals. 

He will be banned for two 
years and six months from 
the shopping areas upon his 
release from prison where 
Scarlett, of Grenville Drive, 

Smethwick, is serving a one 
year and 10 month sentence

after being convicted of 
affray and theft at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in 
June.. 

Recorder James Steel QC 
told Scarlett at Birmingham 
Crown Court: “You must 
not cause harass, alarm 
or distress. You also must 
not enter any of the exclu¬ 
sion zones as specified. You 
are not to enter any of the 
shops without the means to 
pay for the goods you wish 
to take away. 

“If you breach any of 
the conditions you will be 
brought before the court 
again and appropriately 
punished.” 

Other convictions Scar¬ 
lett has received included 
one of theft of eight jars of 
coffee from Aldi in Burns 
Road, Wednesbury, in Au¬ 
gust 2014. He also nabbed 
24 cans of deodorant before 
trying to leave the store 
without paying for the £116 
haul. He tested positive for 
cocaine after being detained 
by security staff and handed 
over to police, and was jailed 
for 10 weeks.

Queues to get into the jobs fair at Molineux 


CASH reserves at West Midlands 
Police are set to plummet by 
£90m to the bare minimum level 
over the next four years as the 
force battles with budget cuts. 

WMP currently has £115m in its cof¬ 
fers, the bulk of which has been accu¬ 
mulated after an efficiency drive. 

But by 2020 the figure is set to be whit¬ 
tled down to just £25m. The planned ex¬ 
penditure over the period includes £13m 
on a new recruitment drive, which will see 
1,100 new police officers, staff and PCSOs 
taken on. 

WMP is set to lose £2.5m to its funding 
over the next year and has lost a quarter 
of its budget since 2010 - proportionately 
the biggest drop of any force in the country. 

David Jamieson, the West Midlands Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner, said: “West 
Midlands Police has been hit harder than 
any other force in the country and is still 
facing cuts of £2.5 million this year. 

Challenges 

“To meet that challenge, recruit officers 
and modernise the force, I will be drawing 
down the force’s reserves by over £90m. 

“Despite those challenges I am keeping 
my election promises of recruiting police 
officers, protecting PCSOs and putting 
specialist staff in place to tackle the new 
threats we face. This recruitment is at 
nearly double the rate of my previous term 
in office and is only happening because of 
the tough decisions that have been taken to 
make West Midlands Police more efficient.” 

David Wilkin, WMP director of resources, 
said: “Our position is still quite challeng¬ 
ing. The key message is that we still have 
to save money every year.” 

WMP built up reserves of £125m as a war 
chest that would enable the force to cope 
with expected budget cuts of up to 40 per 
cent. Cash will be spent on modernising 
equipment, including body-worn cameras. 
The force’s recruitment drive will see po¬ 
lice officer numbers stabilise rather than 
increase. 


THERE was a hive of excitement 
and energy as more than 1,500 peo¬ 
ple descended on Molineux stadium 
for the Wolverhampton Jobs Fair. 

Employers lined the premises 
inside the ground as jobseekers 
flocked there to find out more about 
career opportunities.

Abbie Williams, aged 19, from 
Wolverhampton, said: “I think the 
job fair is good and it is good the or¬ 
ganisers have created opportunities 
for people.” 


Justin Jansen, 19, from Ashmore 
Park, said: “I think this is awesome. 

“It is a good opportunity for 
young people to get a job. People 
who have started college are now 
looking for work. 

“It is nice to see so many busi¬ 
nesses and organisations in one 
room. You may not think you are 
capable for a role, but when you 
come here you think, actually lam.” 

And Megan Goodman, 23, from 
Birmingham, added: “There is a bit 
of everything here which is good. 
I was looking online for an animal 
placement and saw there was a 
placement at Pets At Home.”

WOLVERHAMPTON sing¬ 
er-songwriter Dan White- 
house broadens his sound to 
encompass soul and country 
elements on his That’s Where 
I Belong album. 

His first for Reveal Records and his 
fourth album in total since 2012 should 
hopefully make more music fans aware 
of this gifted songsmith’s heart-felt 
balladry. Drawing on real life, love and 
family, the things that matter, his songs 
connect with people and will be warmly 
received by those tired of the gimmicks 
and cynicism of an increasingly stale 
pop and rock scene. 

Opening track Nothing’s Gonna 
Change It has a gently funky soul vibe, 
Close Up features harmonies from Jess 
Morgan and a poignant pedal steel gui¬ 
tar from the great BJ Cole, followed by 
a title track that is a rocking slice of 
classic prime Americana. 

Work is a hand-clapping fuzzy guitar 
chugger with a retro 70s feel that cel¬ 
ebrates loyalty, The Little Left Unsaid 
is an emotive piano-led ballad and You 
Brought The Sunshine is the kind of 
muscled folk-rocker that one could im¬ 
agine Mumford and Co propelling into 
the stratosphere. 

The Places We Have Been is pure 
modern country floating on a cloud of 
steel guitar and enhanced by subtle 
brass, CCC is a soulful rocker and the 
album closes with the emotive stripped 
back and sensitive vocal and guitar of 
The Left Handed Way. 

Recorded in London, Glasgow and 
Dudley studios, produced by Chris 
Clarke and Danny George Wilson 
of Danny and the Champions of the 
World, this album find Dan Whitehouse 


appealing to a broad audience without 
compromising his musical integrity. 

The album also includes a bonus CD 
of a live recording of songs featuring 
songs from the latest album, the self-ti¬ 
tled debut and 2013’s Reaching For A 
State Of Mind. 

Dan Whitehouse will be in concert 
with Boo Hewerdine at the Kitchen 
Garden Cafe in Kings Heath on Octo¬ 
ber 5. 

It is evident from Wild World, the 
new album from Bastille, that the huge 
success of their debut Bad Blood was 
no flash in the pan - the irrepressible 
catchiness of Good Grief says that 
loud and clear. The London outfit defy 
genre boundaries with their emotion¬ 
al operatic pop. Frontman Dan Smith 
gives it everything as he expresses his 
21st century angst, particularly on the 
drum ‘n’ bass propelled The Currents. 

The album is peppered with dialogue 
from old movies (remember when Big 
Audio Dynamite did that?), framing 
songs that have plenty of hooks but 
also lyrics that reflect unease. More 
thoughtful than most of their pop 
peers, they are nearer to Coldplay than 


The X Factor wanna-be pop stars. 
Other highlights include Warmth, the 
Depeche Mode-like Blame, the R&B 
flavoured Fake It and the horns and 
bombast of Send Them Off! 

Bastile are in concert at the Barclay- 
card Arena on November 8. 

Here, Scottish band Teenage Fan- 
club’s first album in six years, finds the 
1990s indie favourites in a very good 
place with songs that exude warmth, 
positivism and contentment. 

The guitar-driven songs are mas¬ 
sively melodic and enhanced by laid- 
back harmony vocals.

Drone gives bird's eye 
view of blaze devastation 


THIS is one of a series of images 
from a drone that shows the level of 
devastation caused by a massive fire 
at the Hickory’s Smokehouse res¬ 
taurant in Wall Heath. 

Much of the thatched roof build¬ 
ing which housed the popular 
American-style restaurant and was 
formerly the Kingfisher Country 
Club, collapsed in on itself due to the 
severity of the fire. 

Flames tore through the restau¬ 
rant, which had only been open 
since November last year, as around 
100 firefighters tackled last month’s 
blaze, which was caused by an elec¬ 
trical fault in a fridge. 


Footage of the ruined restaurant 
was captured by student Joe Baker, 
who flew his drone over the building. 

Joe, who is 17 and a student at 
King Edward VII College in Stour¬ 
bridge, runs a YouTube account ded¬ 
icated to catching some of the Black 
Country’s most famous buildings 
from the air. 

The owners of the Kidderminster 
Road venue, which has five branches 
in total in the UK, have pledged to 
rebuild the restaurant and hope to 
get it open again in spring. 

The owners also thanked local 
people and customers for messages 
of support.

Sixpence programme 
has sold for £280 

A RARE programme from the 1931 FA Cup final be¬ 
tween West Bromwich Albion and Birmingham City has 
been snapped up at auction in Stourbridge. 

The programme sold for £280 to a private collector at 
Fieldings Auctioneers. 

It originally belonged to a HW Johnson, who made 
cabinets in Brierley Hill, and was passed down to mem¬ 
bers of his family. However, it remained stored in a box 
as the descendent was a Wolves fan and so stayed in rel¬ 
atively good condition. 

The game was Albion’s third FA Cup triumph as they 
defeated Blues 2-1 in the all-West Midlands affair at 
Wembley in front of more than 92,000. 

Andrew Mayall, from Fieldings, said the programme 
was attractive to collectors due to its condition and the 
fact it dated from before the Second World War. The pro- 
grame originally cost sixpence. 


Police face 
huge bill 
for Tory 
conference 

A MASSIVE £460,000 of the West Midlands 
Police budget is having to be spent prepar¬ 
ing for the Tory party conference in Birming¬ 
ham next month. 

The conference takes place from October 2 to 5 at 
the ICC, at Centenary Square, and the cash is com¬ 
ing directly out of the region’s public policing purse. 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson has slammed the 
cost considering cuts to the 
force’s budget and believes 
resources would be better 
spent on local policing. 

He also demanded that 
the issue is resolved swiftly, 
or the force could incur a 
huge bill of around £1.5 
million over the next four 
years. 

The cost of policing this 
year’s event is £2.1 million, 
with the rest coming from 
elsewhere. 

In 2014, the bill for the 
conference rose to more 
than £500,000 for West Mid¬ 
lands Police. 

Mr Jamieson told of how 
the budget cuts suffered by 
the force had been the big¬ 
gest in the country. 

Priority 

He said: “I welcome po¬ 
litical parties bringing their 
conferences to the West 
Midlands as they provide an 
important boost to the econ¬ 
omy. I want to see more 
conferences, not fewer. 

“And the safety of people 
attending conferences will 
always be of the highest pri¬ 
ority. 

“Policing across the re¬ 
gion will continue as nor¬ 
mal despite extra resources 
being allocated to the con¬ 
ference. 

“The policing taking place 
during the conference will 
be paid for but one crucial 
element will not. For big 
events like the Conservative 
Party Conference, a dedi¬ 
cated planning team of 24 
officers and staff is required.

We 
knew she could sing, dance and act (her 
stint in hit show The Bodyguard proved 
that) but she also shows a knack for comedy 
as the sassy diva horrified at having to swap 
her sexy figure-hugging outfits for ‘a damn 
penguin suit’. 

She meets her match in Karen Mann’s 
feisty Mother Superior and starts to de¬ 
velop some good habits when she turns the 
caterwauling chorus of oddball nuns into a 
heavenly choir of strutting soul sisters. 

There is strong support from Jon Robyns 
as Eddie, a cop with a crush on Deloris who 
shows that he is a wanna-be John Travolta 
in disco number I Could Be That Guy. 
That’s an empowerment song matched by 


Sarah Goggin as postulant Sister Mary Rob¬ 
ert with the powerful The Life I Never Led. 

There is a lot of dark and saucy humour 
in Glenn Slater’s lyrics, while Alan Menk¬ 
en’s music pays homage to the 1970s. But 
Revel Horwood keeps it strictly naughty but 
nice with lots of broad humour in this feel¬ 
good show. 

I wasn’t sure about his idea of getting 
the actor-musicians to play instruments 
on stage but the assorted trumpets, guitars 
and saxes actually add to the liveliness and 
immediacy of the show. 

For all the silliness, the show has a sur¬ 
prisingly poignant climax as the sisters rally 
around to protect Deloris from Aaron Lee 
Lambert’s superfly gangster Curtis. 

Alexandra Burke sings Fabulous, Baby. 
She is and so is the show, that’s why the 
audience on Monday gave Sister Act a 
standing ovation.

Policy change that led to 
Balliol being grounded 


JUST 60 years ago the very 
last aircraft made by Boulton 
Paul Aircraft, the Sea Balliol, 
serial WP333, flew for the 
first time, and was then de¬ 
livered to the Fleet Air Arm. 

Forty years of aircraft produc¬ 
tion by the company, the last 18 
of them aircraft powered by the 
iconic Rolls-Royce Merlin engine, 
had come to an end. 

When Boulton Paul came to 
Wolverhampton from Norwich in 
1936-7, they had come to special¬ 
ise in two-seat fighters, the Hawk¬ 
er Demon biplane, and the Black¬ 
burn Roc, both under contract 
from other manufacturers, and 
then their own famous Defiant. 

The company ended the war 
building Barracuda dive bombers 
for the Fleet Air Arm, but had al-

ready decided that its future lay in 
producing military trainers, and 
pinned its hopes on the Balliol as 
a new advanced trainer for the 
Royal Air Force. 

It began life powered by one of 
the new turboprop engines, but 
when ordered into production, 
official policy having changed, it 
was with the Merlin, the engine 
which had powered the Spitfire 
and Hurricane. 

The factory was cleared for the 
new production lines, and there 
were expectations that hundreds 
would be ordered. 

A second production line was 
even set up at Blackburn Aircraft 
in Yorkshire, but it was not to be. 


Government policy changed yet 
again, and a piston-engined train¬ 
er in the era of the jet was seen to 
be an anachornism. 

A total of 229 Balliols were 
built, 30 by Blackburn Aircraft, 
and 30 of them Sea Balliols, with 
arrester hooks for the Navy. 
Twelve were exported to Sri Lan¬ 
ka, but the Royal Air Force only 
operated them for a few years at 
Cottesmore and Cranwell, before 
they were sold for scrap. 

At the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre two Balliol cock¬ 
pits, saved from the scrapman, 
are under long-term restoration, 
preserving the memory of when 
aeroplanes were made in the city 

This has been further enhanced 
by a book about the Balliol, avail¬ 
able in the shop.

Opera version of

FROM tribal initiation on the banks 
of the Mbashe River, through the 
heady jazz-fuelled days in Sophia- 
town, to incarceration on Robben Is¬ 
land and finally to freedom - the sto¬ 
ry of Nelson Mandela will be brought 
to Birmingham Hippodrome in the 
Mandela Trilogy. 

The theatre will feature the story of 
one of the world’s most iconic leaders 
on Tuesday and Wednesday when the 
amazing life of Mandela is brought to 
the stage by Cape Town Opera.

Accusation turns comic's 
life into a nighmare 


he term ‘national treasure’ is 
bandied around a lot these days 
- it seems to be applied to 
anyone who has been on TV at any 
point in the past 50 years - but 
Robbie Coltrane is arguably more 
deserving of the status than most. 

The Bafta-winning actor has 
appeared in everything from Cracker 
to the Harry Potter movies, and now 
he’s back in this highly anticipated, 
and very topical four-part drama 
Nation Treasure, playing the (fictional) 
much-loved comedian Paul Finchley. 

Robbie explains: “He’s been part of 
a double act that’s been going for 
30-odd years who, in their younger 
days, were incredibly successful. They 
had their own TV show and did 
sketches. And they are both kind of 
viewed as national treasures - they’re 
kind of like Morecambe and Wise or 
any of those other double acts that 
people love.” 

However, Paul could be about to 
experience a very public fall from 
grace when he is accused of a 
historical sexual offence that dates 
back to the 1990s. He denies ever 
having met the woman making the 


allegation, but his wife Marie (another 
national treasure contender, Julie 
Walters) has to decide whether to 
stand by him, and his troubled 
daughter Dee (Andrea Riseborough) 
starts to question her relationship with 
him. 

Coltrane adds: ‘The first episode, I 
think, is very interesting, because 
there’s no hint in it at all of whether he 
did it or not. And also, whether he did 
it or not is not what it’s about. It’s 
about ‘What would it be like if it 
happened to you, or anybody else.’” 

And Paul’s situation becomes more 
difficult when the media gets involved, 
which leads to one of the dilemmas at 
the heart of the series (and the real- 
life cases which have helped to inspire 
it) - does naming suspects lead to 
trial in the court of public opinion, or is 
it a way of encouraging victims to 
come forward? 

As Robbie says, there are no easy 
answers: “In the programme, my 
character does this interview with 
Victoria Derbyshire... Finchley’s 
argument is ‘Why does this have to be 
done in public?’And she says ‘Well, 
what do you think? Should the law be 


protecting the wrongfully accused, or 
those who have actually been 
abused? Because that’s your choice.’ 
And it is the choice. It’s a real moral 
dilemma.” 

In fact, the subject matter is so 
controversial, it seems some people 
were surprised the actor signed up for 
it all. He says: “I got this script and I 
thought ‘Oh yes!’ A lot of people said 
‘Don’t touch it, Rob, it’s poisonous, it’s 
not going to do you any good.’ It’s 
pretend!” 

But just because the case is 
fictional, it doesn’t mean that National 
Treasure doesn’t have a lot to say. 
Robbie says: “I believe with all my soul 
that it’s the job of drama to deal with 
things that the judiciary’s not very 
good at, the police aren’t very good at, 
the politicians aren’t very good at, the 
civil service aren’t very good at... 

‘A lot of people said that about 
Cracker. Why would you want to make 
an entertaining show about people 
getting murdered?’ It’s not about 
entertainment, it’s about finding out 
how people get like that. That’s what 
the whole show is about.”

A taste of the Orient - the China Diner 


Small and simple - inside is understated and laidback 



Proper fine China at Diner that 
spares all the airs and graces 


YOU’RE always eating posh stuff 
from posh places,” says Angry 
from Wellington. 

“Why don’t you go to proper places, 
the ones that we can all go to, and re¬ 
view those?” 

I’m not quite sure what a proper place is. 
But I’m guessing Angry From Wellington 
is referring to neighbourhood restaurants 
that serve food that doesn’t require a Mas¬ 
ters Degree from the University of Gastron¬ 
omy to understand. 

I’m pretty sure he’s referring to the sort 
of place that you don’t have to book months 
in advance or hire a suit to go to. And the 
China Diner is all of those things. 

Chow Mein? Tick. Egg fried rice? Tick. 
Sizzling chicken in fresh chilli, garlic and 
black bean sauce with onions and mush¬ 
rooms? Oh go on then, if you’re asking.

China Diner is the epitome of a ‘proper 
restaurant’. It’s not posh. And that’s one 
of the things that’s great about it. There 
are no airs and graces, no pretence and the 
smiles are as wide as the moon. 

The bubbly lady who served my midweek 
supper was a star. Polite, warm and engag¬ 
ing she made regular visits to the table to 
make sure the food and drinks were fine - 
and when there was food left over at the end 
of the evening she bagged it up in takeaway 
containers and told me to enjoy it the night 
after. I did. That’s what I call ‘proper’. 

China Diner is in Bridgnorth’s Low 
Town. It’s in an unprepossessing building 
with a waiting area for takeaway customers 
on the ground floor, alongside a bar. 

The restaurant is upstairs and it’s bijou. 
With tables packed closely together, there’s 


nothing fancy or plush about it. It’s not 
quite spit and sawdust, but it’s as far re¬ 
moved from fine dining as a jam sandwich 
is from haute cuisine. 

And that’s one of the reasons it’s so good. 
China Diner is about two things: well- 
cooked food and delightful service. I loved 
it the first time I visited and it’s just as good 
two years on. 

Thrilling 

Dinner was delicious. The last time I ate 
at China Diner, every table was taken. This 
time, none were. I had the place to myself 
for most of the evening, though the takea¬ 
way downstairs was busy all night. 

I started with a smoked chicken number. 
Small pieces of lightly smoked breast were 
served in a crisp batter alongside chilli, 
garlic, onion and spring onions. It was deli¬ 
cious. The chicken might have been smoked 


a little longer, to impart a stronger flavour, 
though the batter was as good as anything 
Rick Stein might come up with. Mains were 
thrilling. 

A Kung Po chicken was the star of the 
show. Tender pieces of chicken fillet were 
encased in a smooth and delicious spicy/ 
sweet sauce with pieces of fresh chilli, a 
sprinkling of cashew nuts, sweet onions, 
garlic and crunchy water chestnuts. 

Shredded crispy beef in honey chilli sauce 
was utterly beguiling and a spicy Manda¬ 
rin chicken also made its way to the table, 
offering a rich, fruity complement to its ta¬ 
ble-fellows. 

There wasn’t room for dessert, which 
was a pity because China Diner offers more 
than the bog-standard bought-in-frozen-of- 
ferings so beloved by competitors. No mat¬ 
ter. There’ll be a next time. I’m sure Angry 
from Wellington would love this place.

Livia’s new book reveals many of her recipes for sweet treats which don’t make her ill 






Life's sweet - without 
relying on refined sugar

LIFE doesn’t get much sweeter 
than biting into a warm honey 
cake, fresh from the oven. 

But in this kitchen, there’s no re¬ 
fined sugar - nor gluten or dairy, for 
that matter - in sight. This is Livia’s - 
aka Olivia Wollenberg’s - kitchen, and 
she’s made her name by baking with 
more gut-friendly alternatives to the 
white stuff. 

Wollenberg started off baking and selling 
hundreds of fresh crumbles from her mum’s 
kitchen in North London, and now has a 
range of Raw Millionaire Bites - her glu¬ 
ten, dairy and refined sugar-free answer to 
millionaire’s shortbread, filled with gooey 
date caramel - which are a bestseller in Sel¬ 
fridges’ Food Hall. 

Her honey loaf cake uses raw honey, co¬ 
conut palm sugar and ground almonds in¬ 
stead of flour, with coconut oil standing in 
for butter - ingredients which don’t make 
her feel ill when she fancies a treat. 

Like her friend Ella Woodward of Deli¬ 
ciously Ella fame (Wollenberg made the 
14-layer cake at Woodward’s Mustique wed¬ 
ding in April), it was her own health prob¬ 
lems that eventually inspired Wollenberg to 
revolutionise her approach to eating - and 
then turn it into a business idea. 

“I was always the person at three o’clock 
who would be like, ‘I need some chocolate, I 
need a cupcake’. I think a lot of people feel 
that - a working day is really long. Even at 
school, I was excited for my mum to pick 
me up because I knew she would come with 
Nutella sandwiches in the car,” confesses 
the 27-year-old, whose naturally sweet rec¬ 
ipes are featured in her debut cookbook, 
Livia’s Kitchen. 

Sensitive 

“I was always just living for food. But 
my stomach got more and more sensitive. I 
would go out for dinner with my friends on 
a Saturday night and never be able to join 
them at a bar afterwards because I was in 
so much pain. I didn’t want to go and see a 
doctor because I still wanted to go for pizza, 
and I was so scared they would say to me, 
‘You can’t eat gluten and dairy any more’, 
so I just put up with it.” 

In spring 2014, things were so bad that 
her mum, who she was still living with at 
the time, told her enough was enough. “She 
said, ‘You’re not nourishing your body be¬ 
cause what you’re eating is just not staying 
in’,” recalls Wollenberg. 

She finally saw a nutritionist, who made 
her keep a food diary for two weeks. 

“She looked at the first two pages and 
said, ‘Just what I thought, you’re someone 
who’s going to need to follow a FODMAP 
diet’. And I was like, ‘A FODMAP what?”’ 

FODMAPs are short-chain carbohydrates 
that can be poorly absorbed in the small 
intestine, resulting in IBS-like symptoms 
for some. Reactions can, of course, vary in 
severity. Among the worst offenders are 
onions and garlic, which Wollenberg now 
avoids entirely - “even a trace can make me 
really sick”.

For six weeks, she had to cut out a whole 
list of possible trigger foods, including ap¬ 
ples, with the idea she’d then be able to 
gradually reintroduce them again. 

“Most people can reintroduce 90 per cent 
of foods and have one or two they cut out. I 
pretty much couldn’t reintroduce anything, 
except apples.” 

Although she now says the restricted diet 
“ruined my life”, it also set her on a path 
to swapping academia (she’d been studying 
neuroscience at UCL) for entrepreneurship. 

“The thing I was most miserable about 
was having something indulgent and deli¬ 


cious without any gluten, dairy and refined 
sugar. 

“So I started looking at blogs online and 
people were talking about using natural 
sugars, like dates, maple syrup, coconut 
sugar, and them reacting better with their 
body. 

“I just started playing around because I 
needed a three o’clock pick-me-up. At the 
time it wasn’t a business idea, it was just to 
keep me going because I was so miserable.” 

She also realised what she’d thought 
were healthy options, weren’t always the 
best thing. 

“I would have frozen yoghurt instead of 
ice cream, but frozen yoghurt is crazy high 
in sugar. I would say to people now, go for 
a full-fat option if you can eat dairy, just 
because there’s less put in it. 

“I also think life’s too short to always 
be thinking how many cubes of sugar are 
in something. If granola’s your favourite 
thing, just try and eat one which has less 
sugar in it and you’ll be fine,” Wollenberg 
adds. 

“Don’t limit yourself with things you 
love.” 

RECIPES 

HONEY LOAF CAKE 
Softened coconut oil, for greasing the tin 
320g jumbo oats, ground to an oatmeal 
before using (or 290g ground almonds and 
30g buckwheat flour) 

250g raw honey 

llOg coconut palm sugar 

75g melted raw coconut oil (odourless) 

Juice and zest of 1 big orange 

ltbsp grated fresh ginger 

l/2tsp ground nutmeg 

2tsps ground cinnamon 

Preheat oven to 180C/350F/Gas mark 4. 


Mix all the ingredients in a mixing bowl 
with a spoon. 

Line a 20cm x 11cm loaf tin with grease¬ 
proof paper. 

Pour the mixture into the loaf tin. 

Bake for 35-40 minutes until the top is 
golden and slightly cracked. The cake will 
cool as it firms, but there should still be a 
slightly softer, wetter middle. 

SUMMER PEACH CRUMBLE 
(Serves 8) 

For the filling: 

800g stoned and chopped peaches (skins 
on) 

100ml maple syrup 
ltsp vanilla powder 
For the crumble topping: 

200g ground oats (grind jumbo oats to an 
oatmeal before using) or oat flour 
200g jumbo oats 
5tbsps melted raw coconut oil 
100ml maple syrup 
l/8tsp salt 

1 l/2tsp vanilla powder 
Coconut yoghurt, to serve 
Preheat the oven to 180C/350F/Gas mark 
4. 

Cook the peaches in a saucepan over a 
medium to low heat with the maple syrup 
and vanilla powder. Cook for about 20 min¬ 
utes or until soft. 

To a mixing bowl, add the ground oats 
or oat flour, jumbo oats, coconut oil, maple 
syrup, salt and vanilla powder and mix 
thoroughly. 

Once the filling is nice and soft, add to 
an ovenproof dish and top with the crumble 
mixture. 

Bake for 20 minutes until the topping be¬ 
gins to brown.

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Cillian ready 
to play 
blinder for 
right role 

CILLIAN Murphy has noticed a shift in his 
approach in recent years. “I’ve got a bit 
more patient in general,” he says with a 
short chuckle. 

“The whole nonsense that surrounds the in¬ 
dustry, which can be very trying to any sane per¬ 
son wanting to have a normal life. I used to find 
that very wearing.” 

Firmly an actor’s actor, it’s unlikely you’ll catch 
Murphy, who turned 40 in May, ducking in for a selfie 
with his Dunkirk co-star, Harry Styles, any day soon. 
Dunkirk is the new Christopher Nolan war film the 
pair star in which is due out next year. 

“It’s good to have ambition and hunger and all that, 
but it’s not about being the best, or having the most 
money or the biggest trailer,” he reasons. “It’s about 
trying to really work hard.” 

Born in Cork, and originally 
a law student before the lure 
of playing in a band and ulti¬ 
mately acting came knocking, 
fulfilling work has always 
been Murphy’s professional 
guiding star, and not the Hol¬ 
lywood lifestyle that comes 
with it. 

Since his stirring perfor¬ 
mance in Danny Boyle’s 28 
Days Later back in 2002, he’s 
more than proved his mettle, 
immersing himself in roles 
as diverse as the unnerving 

Scarecrow in Batman Begins, a passionate IRA free¬ 
dom fighter in Ken Loach’s The Wind That Shakes The 
Barley and, of course, as intimidating Tommy Shelby 
in BBC hit Peaky Blinders which has seen the Irish 
star in the region filming frequently at locations such 
as the Black Country Living Museum. 

After a long spell in London, he’s now settled back 
in Ireland with his artist wife, and their two sons and 
Labrador puppy. 

He says he’s constantly asked about career plans - 
much like the gritty and violent Tommy in the Bir¬ 
mingham, Black Country and London-based gangland 
drama. 

“People always go, ‘tell us your strategy’. That’s for 
economists. We don’t have a clue what’s happening 
next,” says Murphy, looking stylish in a plain but¬ 
ton-down blue shirt and jeans, his hair grown back 
from Tommy Shelby’s brutal do. “Genuinely, the whole 
thing has been chaotic, but you obviously have things 
you want to do and things you know you won’t do - and 
then life gets in the way and the availability gets in the 
way. It’s entirely random,” he says of his own path. 

Unpredictability though, is 
part and parcel of acting. 

“It’s joyous and terrifying 
and frustrating, but when it 
works, it’s great,” he says. 

“In terms of work and the 
people you work with, you 
want to try and better that. 

Not knowing if you’re going to 
be able to sustain that level, 

I worry about that. But you 
can’t control it.” 

What you can control, he 
says, is the work you say yes 
to. 

“I’m more choosy about the 
stuff I do,” he admits. “If I’m going to go away from 
home and leave the family, it’s got to be worthwhile, 
so that is different than when you’re a naive, hungry 
20-year-old.” 

Anthropoid, his latest film, which arrived in cinemas 
last week, more than ticks these boxes. 

The thriller tells the ltrue story of a group of men in¬ 
volved in the assassination of Reinhard Heydrich, Hit¬ 
ler’s third-in-command, whose regime of terror earned 
him the nickname the ‘Butcher of Prague’. 

Knowing Heydrich’s death would be a huge blow to 
the Nazis, the men need to act quickly when his sched¬ 
ule is rearranged, all the while knowing the potential 
deadly consequences for them and their loved ones. 

Alongside Fifty Shades Of Grey star Jamie Dornan, 
who plays Jan Kubis, Murphy stars as Slovak Josef 
Gabcik, a fellow soldier from the Czech Army in exile, 
who is parachuted with Kubis into occupied Czecho¬ 
slovakia in 1941. 

“You get to spend time with the characters. You’re 
actually invested in them. War films work when you 
can see yourself in that position, and you say to your 
partner or whoever you’re going to see it with, ‘what 
would you do if you were in that situation?”’ 

Directed by Sean Ellis, the film doesn’t shy away 
from depicting the brutality and torture that featured 
in Heydrich’s regime, something Murphy believes is 
necessary. 

“I hope and I believe that this film doesn’t in any 
way glorify or make it gratuitous in any way, but it’s 
important to show that these people lived besides this 
all the time,” he says. 

A fourth series of Peaky Blinders is planned.

Its bold styling, premium quality and advanced tech¬ 
nology saw it win praise for its sharp handling, upmarket 
cabin, alluring looks and efficient engines. 

Maintaining an award-winning range of SKYACTIV petrol 
and diesel engines, the 2017 Mazda3’s broad spread of en¬ 
hancements are designed to keep it at the forefront of this 
competitive class. Externally, the 2017 Mazda3 is marked 
out by a revised grille with a stronger three-dimensional look 
and a new front fog light bezel. Across both body styles, re¬ 
vised door mirrors feature wraparound turn indicators, while 
hatchback versions have a redesigned rear bumper. 

The 2017 Mazda3 is available in eight colours including 
Mazda’s new Machine Grey Mica, which having starred on 
the all-new Mazda MX-5 RF at the 2016 New York Motor 
Show, makes its production debut on the Mazda3.

Updates

adoption of an electric parking brake creates space for a 
more practical centre console, while another highlight is a 
new leather steering wheel design that enhances feel and 
style, and if combined with leather seats is heated. 

On sale from October 1, the 2017 Mazda3 is offered with 
a choice of 105ps 1.5-litre or 150ps 2.2-litre SKYACTIV-D die¬ 
sel engines, alongside a petrol line-up that includes 120ps 
and 165ps versions of the 2.0-litre SKYACTIV-G. 

Having added the smooth, frugal and sub lOOg/km 1,5-li- 
tre SKYACTIV-D diesel engine to the Mazda3 last year, both 
this and the well-established 2.2-litre SKYACTIV-D engine 
now feature Transient Control, which ensures a more pos¬ 
itive throttle response by reducing turbo lag and boosting 
torque to deliver a petrol-like engine feel. 

Refinement has also been enhanced thanks to the intro¬ 
duction of Mazda’s Natural Sound Smoother (NSS) tech¬ 
nology, which reduces knock noise during starting and 
low-speed acceleration on diesel engines. Across the whole 
range, overall refinement has been substantially improved 
with added noise suppression material in the roof, doors, 
dashboard and transmission tunnel area. 

In addition, revisions to the front and rear suspension 
have focused on delivering improved ride comfort and 
reducing vibration, while at the same time enhancing pin- 
sharp handling 

The 2017 Mazda3 also features G-Vectoring Control 
(GVC), the first of Mazda’s SKYACTIV-VEHICLE DYNAM¬ 
ICS technologies. It varies engine torque to optimize wheel 
load to indiscernibly provide more precise handling and 
improved comfort. Other technology highlights include the 
adaption of a full-colour display on the enhanced head-up 
display system, while for the first time the Mazda3 is offered 
with Adaptive LED headlights. 

On sale in the UK from October 1, the 2017 Mazda3 is

People carriers may lack the glamour or 
fashionable appeal of some genres of car, 
which for the present seems to be the SUV, 
or aports utility vehicle. 

But where they have the edge over big saloons, 
hatchbacks and yes, even the SUV, is for sheer prac¬ 
ticality: the flexibility to easily accommodate up to 
seven people or a van load of cargo, or a combina¬ 
tion of both. 

So Volkswagen has reason to brag that its new Touran 
went straight to the top of the class by winning the hotly 
contested ‘best MPV’ title in this year’s What Car? Awards. 

VW has plenty of experience of multi-purpose vehicles, 
of course. The Touran, now it its 14th year, sits between the 
more recent Golf SV and its largest MPV, the full-size Sha- 
ran. 

The new model builds on core strengths of space, mul¬ 
ti-adjustable seats for maximum flexibility, and the driveabil¬ 
ity of a family hatchback. Now it’s bigger, better equipped 
with a more premium feel to the cabin. It’s more aerodynam¬ 
ic and lighter, which with a range of new petrol and diesel 
engines means new Touran is leaner and greener, too. 

VW expects, naturally, the biggest selling version to be 
powered by the improved 115PS, 1.6 litre diesel which 
achieved almost 70mpg in official tests. But those who pre¬ 
fer petrol are in for a surprise with the option of two superb 
new, small capacity petrol units, turbocharged for more 
power and, crucially, more torque which means smoother, 
more relaxed progress. There’s a 1.4 litre TSI with 150bhp, 
and the impressive 1.2 litre version powering the test car, a 
midrange SE spec model costing £23,575 on the road. 

I confess that, even though I’m familiar with VW TSI en¬ 
gines, on first seeing the specification, I wasn’t looking for¬ 
ward to driving a big seven-seater with a mere 1,200cc un¬ 
der the bonnet. But what a surprise! This mighty atom of an 
engine produces 110Ps of power and 175Nm of torque and 
is actually marginally quicker off the mark than its 1.6 diesel 
stablemate at 11.3 seconds from a standstill to 62mph. 

But sprint performance is no real standard to judge by 
in this class. Unlike a traditional petrol engine, the TSI’s 
turbo means maximum pulling power is available from just 
1,400rpm, barely above tickover, so it pulls sweetly and 
smoothly across a range of engine speeds and gear posi¬ 
tions. It makes the drive far more relaxed, and it’s exception¬ 
ally quiet, too, adding to the upmarket feel created by the 
upgraded cabin trim. 

The official fuel average is 52.3mpg, and I managed to 
get remarkably close to that (51.4) on a 200-mile trip tak¬ 
ing in town traffic, motorway and A-road driving. It managed 
48mpg over a series of local journeys, too. 

Flexibility 

But the real selling point for an MPV over other types of 
car is space and flexibility, and the Touran excels in both. 
The new model is longer and mm wider, with a longer wheel¬ 
base, and all of this additional space is used to create more 
space in the cabin. Seven seats are standard, with the rear 
pair capable of being individually folded flat into the floor to 
juggle between the needs of people and cargo. The centre 
three seats also fold and are easy to slide forward and back¬ 
wards. Depending on which configuration (folding anything 
from one to five seats) you have from 137 to a van-like 1,847 
litres of boot space. For a holiday with seven people, the 
Touran has roof rails for their luggage. 

The centre touch screen control is fully compatible with 
smartphone apps, and also has ‘cam-connect’ so that par¬ 
ents can use a dashcam to monitor little ones in the back. 
The in-car microphone, coupled to the audio system, means 
you won’t need to shout at those in the back, either. 

The test car was an ‘SE’ version, the second of four trim 
levels available. It came with the full range of safety systems, 
including seven airbags, front assist, city braking and stabil¬ 
ity programme, plus the standard seven seats and and roof 
rails. The audio system, including DAB radio and CD player, 
has full multi-device connectivity to help keep passengers 
occupied. Rain sensing wipers, automatic headlights, air 
conditioning, and alloy wheels are also on the list. 

There’s a digital trip computer in the instrument cluster, 
plus fingertip controls on the wheel for audio, handsfree 
phone and and speed limiter. The adaptive cruise control 
uses sensors to maintain your distance from traffic in front, 

The Touran has room for seven of the tallest passengers, 
but doesn’t feel big to drive likes some van-based MPVs of 
old: indeed it feels as light and agile as its cousin the Golf. 

It’s still instantly recognisable as a Touran, but it has lost 
some of the boxy looks of the previous generation. VW has 
succeeded in giving the model and more upmarket look and 
feel, without sacrificing any of the flexibility and practicality. 

As for running costs, the 1.2TSI tested car has a low 
group 11E insurance rating while its C02 rating (on which 
taxation is levied) is 129g/km. 
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New large 
Skoda SUV 
has wraps 
taken off 

The new Skoda Kodiaq SUV was finally been 
unveiled at a glitzy ceremony in the German 
capital of Berlin. 

Using design cues taken from the latest Superb, 
the Kodiaq features sharp creases and angular lights, 
as well as the brand’s trademark vertically-barred 
grille. 

Inside, the SUV boasts a best-in-class seats-down lug¬ 
gage bay of 2,065 litres, which shrinks to 720 litres with the 
second row upright. Higher-spec cars will also be offered 
with seven seats. 

A new infotainment system is a prominent feature, with 
the standard ‘Swing’ 6.5-inch touchscreen radio system of 
basic cars replaced by an eight-inch unit on more luxurious 
variants. 

It boasts an in-car communication system that picks up 
the driver’s voice and plays it back through the rear speak¬ 
ers so passengers can better understand, as well as a spe¬ 
cial off-road display and an optional wireless hotspot. 

There’s a new suite of driver assistance gizmos, too, in 
the form of a 360-degree top-down manoeuvring camera; 
a trailer assistance system, which takes over the steering 
when reversing a trailer or caravan, and a so-called crew 
protection system, which can detect an impending accident 
and pre-tension the seatbelts, in addition to closing the win¬ 
dows and sunroof. 

At launch, the engine range will consist of two diesels and 
three petrols, with capacities ranging between 1.4 and 2.0 
litres.

Another season in the 
life of evergreen Mick 


CLUB stalwart Mick Green has kicked 
off yet another season of service with 
Wolverhampton Casuals. 

With Casuals’ ground located close to Feath- 
erstone Prison, in Brinsford Lane, Coven, there 
is no doubt Green has served his time at the 
club - 56 years to be exact. But he says he has 
no plans to escape. 

At 71, most people would be looking forward to 
winding down and perhaps taking a backseat. But 
for Casuals’ unsung hero that is simply not on the 
agenda. 

When pitches need cutting and preparing and there 
are are a few white lines to be painted, Green will be 
up for the task. 

As far as he is concerned Casuals is not just a foot¬ 
ball club, it’s part of the family. 

His grandfather James Waldron joined Casuals in 
1910 while his uncle, Ken Waldron, also tasted action 
for the club. 

Trend 

Green simply followed the family trend but perhaps 
didn’t envisage still being involved fort so many years 
after making his debut as a right-back in 1960. 

“This is family for me in a way,” he said. “My wife 
will tell you that. They will be throwing my ashes all 
over the pitch. 

“I never seriously wanted to play for anybody else, 
although I had offers. I have grown up with it and 
always felt the club was part of the family. 

“My grandfather joined the club in 1910 and my 
uncle also played for them,” said Green. “I just fol¬ 
lowed my granddad and started playing in 1960 when 
I left school. 

“They had three teams and it was straight into 
men’s football with the third team,” he added. “There

was no youth football like today. You went straight 
in at the deep end, getting kicked and clobbered all 
over the place. 

“Then you worked your way up into the first team. 
I played until I was 40 and I packed in after 25 years 
playing. 

“Sometimes I wish I hadn’t packed in at 40. I tell 
people now to keep playing as long as they can. 

“I used to play right wing and then slowly worked 
my way backwards. 

“I even played in goal until I let seven or nine 
in, I can’t remember how many it was. I had three 
matches in goal. We lost the last one against Birming¬ 
ham Municipal Officials. The Warwickshire and Eng¬ 
land cricketer Dennis Amiss used to play for them 
and I played against him.” 

Since hanging his boots up, Green has shown 
plenty of versatility off the field, including ferrying 
former Albion defender Des Lyttle to games during 
his brief playing stint at the club, and these days he 
doubles up as match secretary and groundsman for 
the West Midlands League Premier Division outfit. 

“I took on various roles when I finished playing, I 
used to go with the reserves as the bucket man and I 


was already on the committee,” he said. “I was treas¬ 
urer at one time and I am match secretary now and 
groundsman along with Sam Plant. We look after the 
two pitches.” 

Green and Plant serve alongside chairman Gareth 
Deacon, youth co-ordinator Darren Langford and 
John Thomas on a hard-working, five-man commit¬ 
tee. The club is in good health at the moment despite 
a reduction in teams and numbers over the years. 

Both pitches on the site are rented out to ensure 
a constant stream of revenue although the recent 
demise of ground-sharing Trysull has hit the club in 
the pocket. 

“The club is in good shape in general,” added 
Green. “We have just had a new fence put up to en¬ 
sure our ground grading is good enough to play in 
the FA Cup. 

Pushed 

“We have got the senior side managed by Mark 
Halcroft and three youth teams. The last few years 
have been good. We have done very well money-wise 
with the bar and we have pushed forward with dif¬ 
ferent things. 

“It’s always been a struggle like it is for most ama¬ 
teur football clubs. We don’t get a lot of sponsorship 
and stuff like that. 

“Trying to get money off the FA....you might as 
well dig a hole 20 foot deep and sit in it and wait.” 

And while Green has no plans to quit, he does 
worry where the next batch of club stalwarts will 
come from. “We keep looking for people to join but 
finding someone is very difficult,” he said. 

“People just aren’t interested, other clubs will tell 
you the same. 

“It’s down to the committee to generate the cash.I 
just wonder what will happen when Sam and I pack 
in doing the pitches. We try and make it better each 
year, but it’s all about money at the end of the day.”
